The phonological inventory is typical of the Northwest. There are plain stops p, t, 
c, ky q, ?, ejectives;?, i, c, ^ q, fricatives s, i, ^, /i, plain resonants (I), y, w, m, n, and 
glottalized nasals m, n. There are short vowels i, a, u and long /•,«•, w. 
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
